Enrollment 


Salinas Junior College has 
held the rank of twenty-first 
largest jaysee out of the 44 in 
the state for two years in suc- 
cession. During 1937-38 it held 
this rank with 468 students of- 
ficially enrolled. Last year it 
held the same rank with the 
larger number of 678 enrolees. 

Ventura and Riverside junior 
colleges have been made _ into 
four year junior colleges, how- 
ever, by a new school system 
which has the first two years of 
high school in junior high school 
and the last two, in junior col- 
lege. Therefore, by deducting 
the number of enrollees in the 
first two years from these two 
junior colleges we are left with 
a larger amount than they. So, 
we should really be rated nine- 
teenth largest. 

Marin J. C. with 710 official- 
ly: enrolled, Santa Rosa with 
830, Ontario with 876, San Ber- 
nardino with 907; and Bakers- 
field with 922, are the next 
largest by enrollment. Visalia 
comes next with 529 students. 
Our present enrollment is 769 
students. We can’t determine 
our standing this year, as yet, 
for we are not in possession of 
the comparative enrollments 
from other schools.

Fight

“The attack upon Finland by 
Russia demonstrates clearly that 
the tactics employed by Hitler 
in absorbing small countries 
have been mastered by Stalin.” 
Now, with the war in Europe 
reaching a major crisis, and with 
the interest of every thinking 
American so intensified, we turn 
to the view of our own Dr. Hall, 
who madee the foregoing com- 
ment.. “In both cases,” she con- 
tinues, “the dictators have pre- 
pared .the .way .by -accusing 
smaller .nations .of .aggression 
and by instigating Nazi or Com- 
munist parties within these na- 
tions to revolt against the legal 
governments. In both cases, 
Great Britain has been charged 
with being responsible for re- 
sistance to offers of peace — on 
the dictators’ terms.” 


Stalin Distrusts Hitler 

Dr. Hal]l believes that Stalin’s 
advance into Finland indicates 
a distrust of Hitler and of his in- 
tention to secure. domination 
over the Baltic by forestalling 
Hitler’s evident wish to confirm 
that intention. “It is likely,” 
she says, “that the haste of the 
Russian advance into Finland is 
caused by Stalin’s desire to be 
entirely free in the north, so 
that he can make a good deal 
with Hitler in the disposition of 
Rumania.” 

“The actions of Hitler and 
Mussolini since the war began 
have done much to carry out the 
prophesy made in the last war 
—that in the next war there 
would be no neutrals.” 


American Aspect 


Treating the war from the 
American aspect, Dr. Hall re- 
marked: “Americans are sym- 
pathetic with the plight of Fin- 
land because of her singular 
honesty in payment of her war 
debt and because of her great 
progress in the development of 
her resources. We are interested 
further because we realize that 
the, conquest of Finland may be 
only a prelude to a domination 
of the three Scandinavian states, 
which we have come to admire 
so much within recent years as 
exponents of the highest type of 
living and thinking.” 


Student Viewpoint 


Dr. Hall believes that the stu- 
dents of political science did not 
share the general surprise in the 
alliance of the leaders of Nazi- 
ism and Communism. “Because,” 
she says, “it was. predicted that 
the leaders of these two move- 
ments would find their thirst 
for power a more potent motive 
to unite than the supposed’ op- 
position of principle would be to 
keep them fighting each other. 
Also, a study of the methods 
and motives of contemporary 
dictators, no matter what label 
their ideology carries, will con- 
vince any student of history that

RUSSIA AND THE COMMUNIST 
INTERNATIONAL

The United States of America is a land of free- 
dom. It prides itself on the freedom of every Ameri- 
can, regardless of race, creed, or color. This freedom 
to express his or her ideas is the undeniable right of 
every American. This is fine but some people will take 
advantage of personal liberty. 

Earl Browder, secretary of the Communist Inter- 
national in the U. S. A., has been working to poison 
the minds of Americans against America for years.

Russia believes “might makes right”? and what are 
a few lives more or less. Russia is ruled by force. The 
citizens of Russia are puppets manipulated by the iron 
fist of Premier Stalin. The propaganda merchants of 
Communism will tell you “we are working for a per- 
fect order wherein everyone shares alike.” That was the 
idea of Karl Marx and the program of Lenin. Stalin 
has changed that program to suit his own fancy. His 
fellow revolutionists who helped overthrow the aristo- 
cracy have all been killed. They, too, sought power 
and in a country run by gangster tactics it is dangerous 
to know too much. A country governed by fear is a 
nation of weaknesses.

Until another Panther outfit 
in the future surpasses the ex- 
ploits of the present team, the 
1839 edition of Salinas Junior 
College’s football team will be 
listed as the best ever seen 
here. 

It was. only a few sleepings 
ago, late August to be exact, 
that head football coach, Bud 
Winter, with his first mate, Ed 
Adams, mobilized the current 
Panther football squad on the 
plains of the S. J. C. campus. 
In looking over the squad it was 
noted that while few lettermen 
returned for duty, a fine crop 
of former high school stars were 
present to do chore work under 
the banner of the maroon and 
gold. Molding these high school 
stars to perform as a unit was 
not an easy talk. It took many 
weeks of tireless effort on the 
parts of the coaches to mold and 
iron out a team that would 
work untiringly and smoothly. 
In the short’ season’s span this 
was realized in the main. When 
the season closed the molded 
outfit retired being known as 
the greatest team in the Jay- 
see’s history. 

Championship Tie 

This team of the Winter- 
Adams dynasty whose nine-game 
schedule shows six victories, one 
defeat, and a pair of draw games, 
gained a tie along with Santa 
Rosa and Placer for the North- 
ern California Junior College 
Conference. It may also be 
noted that for the second 
straight year the Panthers re- 
mained unbeaten at home. Every 
team that dared trod the. turf 
of the local Lettuce Bowl never 
went away victorious; only 
Santa Rosa and San Jose State 
frosh slipped away with as 
much as an even-Steven result. 

With a great array of material 
present, a powerful line was 
formed. This line cleared the 
path for an equally fine assort- 
ment of backs, who really went 
places. Every man on the squad 
had at one time or another ex- 
hibited a high calibre of foot- 
ball.
